The Bon of a Great Novellas-Critic, «•- 


saylsb IntcrtJcwtr, Story Writer and 
Traveler—His EitroonUjjary Candor on 
Paper—liaising the Wroth ot the Foots.

NEW YOBK, Autt. M.—The.name of Haw- 


thorne has magio in it to cultivated literary 
ears on both sides of tbe Atlantic. But it fa 
a vision of the elder, Nathaniel, with hlaehy, 
melancholy (ace, that presents itseH at 
sound ot the name, be whom tbe world 
neons when it simply saye "HawthornoT 
beof the weird pen and gentle jet gloom} 
eouX 


Julian Hawthorne, whose name greets us 


from the pages ol magazines, from me coy- 
era of manyo paper covered book on the 
no we stands, and more frequently still from 
;bo columns of newspapers, is tile only son 
of the great novelist Hawthorne. In person' 
he does not in tho least resemble the any, 
delicate man who was his father, being big 
and burly of figure, with a stride lite a 
grangert. 


Neither does be produce similar literary 


work, (bough showing a pronounced tasty 
lor the mystic, the psychological, even tbe 
occult There ore stories afloat, too, about 
queer things happening In his presence. One, 
I remember, is to tbe effect that his wife on 
;olng up stairs one day passed him on tbe 
ondlng. Entering his study almost in the 
same instant she saw him sitting there, and 


be had neither gone up nor down gtafrs 


within tbo hour. I cannot take oath on tbte 
story. I give It as I heard it. Infactttdld 
not near it. I read it-j and I need not repeat 
tho caution not to believe everything one 
soes in print without due and careful reflec- 
tion. 


Bufcjis these are tho days when everybody 
telling creepy things, perhaps the story 


will have interest for many, particularly as 
Mr. Julian Hawthorne puta creepy things 
into his romances. 


I havo heard persons express surprise when 


they found this writer's name on the cover 
of a detective story whose very title savored 
of crooks, police courts and prisons. To the 
inexperienced in the dim and dubious land 
of the quill this might/ bo a matter of sston- 
tahment. Not so to him who is familiar with 
the bard, thorny and Impecunious rood of 
the literary Jordan. Alas] he knows that 
the- writer to whom literature is a crutch, 
liis only dependence, the privilegaof exercis- 
ing his taste, or evea sustaining the dignity 
of hlB-nome by refusing to bestow it upon 
works notof his choice, is not bis. Indeed, 
however high his aspirations, the awful 
pressureof necessity brought daily to bear 
upon him will at lost nob only reduce him to 
taking tho most menial orders of literary 
drudgery, bub will even make him receive it 
with grotitedo, Hemember this, all you 
who-yearn end long to throw comfort to the 
dogs and corn your living by your pen. 
They who succeed best in it are so situated, 
that they use it as a walking stick, not as a 
crutch. 
Julian Hawthorne was graduated from the 


Bcleuttflo school of Harvard. He is said 
not) to have been very studious, and wae not 
considered a particularly good scholar. He 
made it all up, however, in being first class in 
all athletic sports, on which ho occasionally 
writes some charming articles. He rowed 
lathe Harvard regatta of 1806. Not until 
1873 did he begin to write stories and 
sketches. 
He boa traveled abroad«xtra- 


slvely, 


In-talldng about Julian.Hawthorne,let It, 


beremembered that bo taAa mother as well 
oso fatter. Julian himself, writing of his 
parenta, says: "The njost fortunate oventot 
Nathanlal Hawthorne's life was, probably, 
bis marriage with Sophia Pcabody. To at- 
tempt to explain and describe bis career 
without taking this event into consideration 
would be like trying to imagine, a sun with- 
out heat or a day without a sun." 


Let it not be forgotten either, that there is 
Mrs. Julian Hawthorne. She is described 


o» pretty, petite and tastefully dressed. 


As a critic of literature Mr. Hawthoma 


makes very interesting reading. Tno yearn 
or more ago ho was employed on a dolly 
newspaper of New York ia the capacity of a 
book reviewer. Every Sunday he filled two 
or three columns about other writers and 
what they bod written, not sparing tbe rod 
on occasions. It was sold that be gob a very 
eomfortabla salary for this work, one which 
brought him the "cosy mind" Tvhicb all 
writers pray for and few-over possess. But, 
alas and alack I one day presumably be re- 
ceived the document with which most writers 
ore regaled once, 1C not many times, during 
their lifetime, containing tbe disgusting anji 
arrogant assertion that his "services were no 
longer required;" at least be disappeared 
from tho columns of that) newspaper and tbe 
literary gossipers, who know everything, 
said that he had offended by writing for 
some other paper; that In that ofllce no otuer 
goda wore, permitted, Tlio proprietor ojoue 
must be worshiped. 


On one occasion Hawthorne interviewed 
James Russell Lowell, when that gentleman 
says he didn't know that be was bung inter- 
viewed, and when Mr. Hawthorne aid not 
see how ho could have any doubt on tbe sub- 
ject Several miles of column length articles 
were written about this, in which Mr. Haw- 
thorne received the benefit ot the dark side 
of the picture. 


Still later ii>e was so unwise as to write on 


open, letter to poets, advising them not to send 
verses to newspapers. This occurred while 
he was tho literary editor of a New York 
daily. He said a poem couldn't have the Jus- 
tice done to It ia a newspaper that it would 
receive in a magazine, and he urged the 
mighty army of young Amorlcanpoetoto flre 
thejr verse at tho magazines. Yes. and he 
plainly intimated that the literary editors of 
newspapers would regard it as a favor U 
Pegasus was no longer brought to a halt ia 
front of their doors. 


Now if there is anything that poets will 


not stand, It la advice. In fiu t, nobody likes 
It, and when it is of the gratuitous order it 
posses from the unwcloonie to tbe offensive. 
Accordingly, as was &t and proper, a bed of 
smoking coals was prepared, over which Mr. 
Hawthorne was hauled, and Ella Wheeler 
WUcox did tlie broiling, and very neatly did 
she do it, too. She made It quite plain that 
tbe magazines would not look at a poem un- 
til the newspapers had first made fame for its 
writer. She also made it quite as plain that 
Mr. Hawthorne could not be kindly disposed 
toward tho editors of tho magazines, or he 
never would havo urged the poets to send 
thorn their poems. 


Perhaps Julian Hawthorne finds It a little 


awkward sometimes to bo the son of his 
father. People are always looking for points 
of mental resemblance and ore apt to be dis- 
appointed when tneydont find, them. Yet a 
man may be the son of u famous man, be 
gifted In his way and yet not be like Us 
father. He 19 y«t under 40, and la point of 
quantity bos done already much more liter- 
ary work than his father ever accomplished. 
His pen is a most useful if not a dazzling one, 
and if ho should have tbe "chance"—that 
chance which comprehends so much'—he may 
do something of extraordinary eicellenca

New and Beneficent Operation for the 
Cure oi Blindness. 


NBW YOBK, Aug. 28 —English surgeons 


have devised a new and benofloezit opera- 
tion by which the sheath of the optii 
nei*ve behind the oye is opened, and no 
only is the pressure upon the nerve re- 
moved and total or partial bHndnesS 
cured, but the brain itself is relieved 
The membranes which invest the brain 
and aro continued down to the eye in tho 
form of a sheath, which surround the op- 
tic nerve, secrete a certain amount o: 
fluid, and whenever there is an excess o 
this secretion, or by other means, as by 
the growth of a brain tumor, the pressuri 
within the cavity of the skull is increased, 
a superabundance of fluid is apt t< 
find its way down the uerve sheath to the 
level of tho eye, subjecting the optic 
nerve 
to 
injurious 
pressure 
am 


frequently 
destroying 
the 
sight. 


This 
blindness 
may be 
perma- 


nent, even though the pressure, in the 
brain cavity which causes it be onl; 
temporary can be cured. Dr. Dewecker 
of Paris, sixteen or seventeen years ag( 
suggested that it was possible to open the 
, optto nerve sheath and thus not only to 
relieve the nerve from pressure, but also 
to drain the brain cavi ty and relieve the 
brain pressure there. Ho made two ex- 
periments in this line upon two nearly 
hopeless cases, feeling his way to thi 
nerve without tho aid of light and cutting 
the efcoath by means of an instrument 
carrying a concealed lance which waa 
projected by a spring. Only one othei 
attempt of this sort was made, and tbe 
results not being satisfactory, the exper- 
iments were dropped until last year. Dr. 
Brudenell Carter, of London, devised t

DEATH OF DB. A. J. CHADSBT 


The Venerable Father of Mrs. W 


B. Scruggs Passes Away at 


a Blpe Old Age. 


Alonzo J. Ohadeey, M. D., died at 826 


o'clock this morning at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs.'W. B. Scruggs, No. 27f 
West Prairie street, in the 84th year of 
his age, death resulting from heart trou- 
ble caused by a partial stroke of paraly- 
sis received in New York City last 
February. 
Though far advanced in 


years he was up and about a few days 
ago, and was moving about the house a 
few hours before his death. He passed 
away qnietly and peacefully. 


Dr. Ohndsey was born in Stephentown, 


Keneeeloer county, New York, OctoDer 1, 
1804, and had lived in New York City 
nearly all his life where he practiced his 
profession for a period of 31 years, being 
one of the most eminent and well-known 
physicians of the great metropolis. He 
was brought to Deoatur in March, a 
month after he was stricken with paraly- 
sis, that he might have the constant care 
and attention of bis devoted daughters. 
He was a graduate of the Fairfield Med- 
ical School, the New York Medical Col- 
lege and the Belle-roe Medical College, 
and was an honored life member of the 
Medical Society of New York City. In 
early life he studied medicine with the 
distinguished Dr. McClellan, of New 
York, and practiced at Ballston Spa, 
Saratoga county, for some years, where 
he became the family physician for the 
Powers family before their removal to 
Decatur. On^Jnly 4, 1838, Sybil A. O- 
Palmer become the wife of the deceased 
at Clifton Park, N. Y. Last July their 
golden wedding anniversary was qnietly 
celebrated at the Scruggs residence. 
There were nine children born to Dr. 
and Mrs. Chadsey, four of whom are 
living. They fire Mrs. W. E. Scruggs, of 
Deoatur; John H. Chadsey, a leading 
lawyer of Plainfield, N. Y,; Mrs. Mary A. 
Sedgwick, of Decatur, late of Bossville, 
Kansas, and Miss 8. Lillie Chadsey, of 
Deoatur. The wife of the deceased sur- 
vives and was with her husband when he 
passed away. 


Dr. Chadaey was for 60 years a member 


of the Baptist church and united by let- 
;er with the Decatur church on. his 
arrival in this city. He cast his first 
vote for president in 1828, voting for 
John Quincy Adams. Before the war he 
was engaged in journalistic pursuits, 
lolding the position of city editor of 
Fernando Wood's paper, the Daily News, 
n fe iv York Oity, for three years. He 
was a noble old man who was greatly 
joloved by his family and friends. He 
was well informed as to public affairs and 
enjoyed tho personal acquaintance of 
many men of note in the east. During 
lis brief sojourn in Decatur he formed 
ihe acquaintance of many of our citizens 
who will learn with sorrow of his death. 
The funeral will take place from the 
baptist church on Wednesday afternoon 
at four o'clock, Dr. Vosburgh officiating1. 
J'riends who may desire to look upon the 
nee of the departed may do so by calling 
it the residence from 2 to 3:30 to-mor- 
row. 
The casket will not be opened at 


.he church.

NEW $10,000 ELBVATOE. 


A Noticeable Improvement at John 


Hatfleld & Co.'s Flouring Mill. 


The passer-by at John Hatfield & Co.'s 


iouring mill on East Main street will 
cot fail to notice an important perma- 
nent improvement just about completed, 
it is n huge elevator, 50 feet square, 
nearly 100 feet high to the top of the 
'Texas," and containing nearly 200,000 
eet of lumber, all built and put in place 
ready for use within the remarkably brief 
>eriod of 36 days, at a cost of about 
510,000. The boss contractor was the 
eteron builder, Captain I, N. Martin 
who has reason to be proud of the solid 
ob and the rapidity with which the work 
was completed. 


The elevator stands just east of the 


new mill and extends east to within a 
oot of the mill railroad track, affording 
perfect facilities for unloading wheat and 
ending barrels of flour on the cars for 
ihipment. The lower floor ot the elevator 
will be used for the storage of flour in 
)orrels and sacks, and the section above 
is divided into 16 wheat bins, 12 feet 
quare and 30 feet deep. The top sec- 
tion is what is termed in milling parlance 
s the "Texas," the department where 
he machinery and hopper are placed. 
Jetweon the Texas and bins is n huge 
lopper-shaped receptacle resting on im- 
proved Howe scales. Into this hopper 
ihe wheat that io carried from the oars to 
he top ot the elevator is emptied. It 
will hold a carload, and when it is filled 
he wheat is weighed, and then dropped 
nto the bins below to be taken out and 
onveyed to mill when it is required. The 
6 bins will hold nearly 100,000 bushels 
)f wheat. 


There is considerable trimming up yet 


;o do, and the presence of Captain Mar- 
in and his men will be required for some 
.ays, but the machinery is in motion 
,alung the wheat from the cars and stow- 
ng it away, while Mr. Hatfield and A. N. 
)iehl move about with more or less 
agility, happy over the possession of the 
isw elevator. The mill has a capacity of 
:00 barrels daily, but because of the time 
equired in making the improvement 
[escribed the firm is behind with its 
irders from distant points. The mill is 
nnning day and night to catch up.

A Four Hour Session—Much Talk 


on Venous Topics. 


There was a protracted session of th 


city council held lost night extending 
from 8 o'clock until after midnight, be- 
cause of free discussion of the stree 
railway grant and the ordinance to abol 
ish the fire commissioners.
